On our way 
from the landing we had asked an indi- 
vidual toshow us the grave of the proph- 
et, and were informed that no man knew 
the spot: that God hid him, as he did Mo- 
ses—a declaration which he probably sup- 
posed the empty tomb would corroborate. 
But we were so unbeheving as to pro- 
pound the sume question to a couple of 
foreigners whom we saw at work on the 
temple, aud were told that he was buried 
inthe grave-yard, from which he was to 
be removed when the tomb was finished. 
We found nothing more common than 
such coutradictory statements. The pop- 
ulation of Nauvoo, according to one man 
whom we asked, is eighteen thousand; 
according to another ut 1s only nine.)

Herreply was, “ Not in the same extrav- 
agaut norto the full extent that 
his do.” In to other 
questions on the same subject, I soon 
perceived that she had a much lower es- | 
timate of his prophetic character than ts 
commonly entertained among the Mor- 
mons. ‘This might have been owing in 
part to certain domestic infelicities, which 
are known to have occurred between 
them, and often to the great discomfort | 
of Mrs. Smith. Only a few 
fore his death, (L had this on good au- 
thority,) he turned his wife out of the 
house, and kicked her from the door- 
stone.

FRUIT—CORN—PASTURE, 
James Eustis, Esq. of South Reading, 
18 paying parc ular attention to the culti-| 
vation of fruit, and is collecting the best | 
varieties which he can find, in doing wineh |

He has the Summer Bellflower, which 
almost eve ry person would call the Por-| 
ter, they so nearly resemble each other 
in appearance. The Porter is a lithe 
superior in quality, and the Bellflower 
has an advantage in bearing constantly, 
while the Porter bears mostly in alternate 
years, and in those years too when fruit 
is most plenty. Itis from confounding 


may | 


a two kinds, thet some have supposed 
that there are twe varieties of Porter, 
nearly the same, as they remark in ap- 
pearance of the fruit, but very different 
in the growth of the tree, one being in- 
clined to run up much more than the 
other. 

Mr. Eustis has a young orchard of two 
or three acres which is among the most 
flourishing in the country. Not wishing 
to cultivate the whole land, a strip is 
ploughed up in each row, which is wide 
enough for two or three rows of potatoes, 
and in this way the trees are kept in fine 
growing condition, though most of the 
land is in grass. 

In another orchard there are two rows of 
trees of different species, one of which 
has been ploughed and cultivated in this 
way for five or six years, while the other 
is in grass, and the cultivated trees are 
twice as large asthe others. In an orchard 
of apple trees where the land in general 
is too dry for this purpose, a few trees 
stand in a more moist and strong soil, and 
here the trees are nearly twice as large 
as the others under the same cultivation, 
which shows the importance of choosing 
a suitable soil for trees, if it can be done ; 
if not, of improving the soil by amend- 
ments, adding clay or mud, if it be too 
light; and by draining and adding sand, 
if too wet or clayey. 

Mr. Eustis has washed some of his 
trees with a solution of potash, one pound 
of potash to a gallon of water; and it has 
injured the trees, changing the bark from 
a dark healthy green to a sickly yellow- 
ish color. In some spots the bark ts dead 
through to the wood. Orchards may be 
seen in different sections that have been 

injured in this way. In some 
ash is weak, and the above 
may do no injury.

Ivrerestine Sratistics or France.—The 
following calculations are extracted from a 
French statistical work. Out of every 100 per- 
sons accused, 61 are regularly condemned. Out 
of the whole population, | in every 5,460 inhabit- 
ants are accused. In every 100 crimes 25 are | 
against the person, 75 against property. Expe- | 
rience shows, that the number of murders is 
neatly the same every year, and it has been 
observed, that the instruments or means employ- 
ed are also i in the same proportion. It is stated, 
that the inclination to crime is at its marimum 
in men about the age of 25; in women five years 
later. The proportion of males and females 
brought to trial is four to one. It seems the 
seasons have an influence on crime. In summer, 
more Crimes are committed against the person, 
fewer against property ; the reverse in winter. 
The developement of the inclination to crime 
agrees very perfectly with that of the passions 
and physical strength; and, on the other hand, 
the developement of reason tends to restrain the 
inclination. The greatest physical strength of 
man is developed between the age of 30 and 35, 
and the greatest mental powers between the age 
of 45 and 50. At this age, the greatest number 
of chefs d’ eurre of the Freneh theatre have been 
produced; and, it is a singular fact, that at this 
age mental alienation is most frequent, and most 
difficultto remove. The calcutations relative to 
suicides in Paris are curious. From 9,000 judi- 
cial reports the following classification is made 
—It is said that philosophical, or premeditated 
suicide, takes place during the night, or a little 
before daybreak; that accidental or unpremedi- 
tated suicide, takes place during the day, because 
it is then that the oecasiona 
such as quarrels, drunkenness, losses at play, bad 
news, &c. Itis said that at every age man 
chooses particular modes of suicide, In youth 
he has recourse to hanging, which he soon aban 
dons for pistol or poison. None but the canaille, 
or lowest class, resort to drowning asa means of 
self-destruction, Gaming ts to be 
the principal cause of suicide amongst the male 
sex, and disappointine nts in love affairs amongst 
the sex. Self-destruction from poverty, 
though felt to a great extent, is not considered 
to bear a relative proportion to the other causes 
enumerated London Patriot. 
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
